The trial of an Elba man facing murder 
and attempted murder charges in the June 
2014 shooting in an Opp 
night club is under way. Jury 
selection began Monday, and 
opening arguments begin 
later this week. 

Kanavis Malik Cole is 
charged with murder for the 
shooting death of 20-year-old 
Deimetrice Hines and the 
attempted murder of 26-year- 
old James Danshay Edwards. 

Police reports indicate that 


ground, arguing that Cole’s actions were 
made 


“in reasonable self-defense and/or 
reasonable defense of others.” 

Judge Lex Short denied that 
motion in March of 2017. 

Three shots were fired in the 
b} night club, injuring five, law 
enforcement officials said in a 
June, 2014 press conference. Two 
months before his death, in April 
of 2014, Hines posted on social 
media, “Ima dead man walkn.” 
He was shot in the side of the 
torso. 

But both family members and 
law enforcement said during that press 
conference they believed the post was

approximately 1:30 in the Little Harlem 
Club the morning of June 8, 2014. The club 
has since been closed.

A new website for the 
Coffee County 
Commission went “live” 
Monday, Jan, 22, and it was 
previewed during the 
Coffee County 
Commission meeting. 

Frank Eason, project 
manager for the website 
project, said the county’s 
website still has the same 
web address as_ before 
[www.coffeecounty.us], but 
it is a much-improved oper- 
ational site. 

“It has taken almost a 
year to get everything 
together,” Eason said. “But, 
it is live! A wonderful, 
wonderful site.” 

Eason did point out that 
under the emergency man- 


agement link, citizens can 
sign up for emergency 
alerts within the county. He 
said these could be deliv- 
ered via text message or 
email, depending on how 
each citizen prefers. 

Also, Eason noted there 
is now an employment link 
on the website. He said this 
link would list any county 
jobs available. 

Eason also said jobs can 
now be applied for via this 
employment link on the 
new website. He said those 
interested in knowing about 
available county jobs could 
sign up here and upload a 
resume to the site. 

Eason said having this 
link on the website, allevi- 
ates having to apply for 
jobs through the career cen- 
ter in New Brockton. 


For those that may not 
have computer/internet 
access to be able to apply at 
home for the county jobs, 
he said kiosks would soon 
be available at the court- 
houses in Elba and 
Enterprise, as well as, the 
commission office to allow 
applicants to apply through 
those methods. 

Eason encouraged all cit- 
izens to check out the new 
county website. He said he 
and his staff were very 
pleased with how the proj- 
ect worked out, and he feels 
this new website will cer- 
tainly better serve the needs 
of Coffee County and its 
citizens.

Alabama rated two school districts on a recently released 
list of “Best School Districts”. Mountain Brook came in at 
Number 43 while Vestavia Hills was Number 253. The 
group, National Council For Home Safety and Security, 
considered: 1. School Funding; 2. Student Performance; 
3. Dropout Rate; 4. Poverty Rate. Massachusetts appeared 
all up and down the list. Georgia and Tennessee had one 
each. Neither Mississippi nor Florida made the list at all. 
The opening of the news release acknowledged that 
almost all experts agree that money is important . . ... the 
more the merrier. For that reason we were surprised that 
Florida schools didn’t get in the top 500 in the nation. 
Some parts of Florida harbor a bunch of rich folks. 


If not for the fact the news media kept it in the headlines 
24 hours a day, the government shutdown of last weekend 
would have hardly been noticed. The debate over just who 
should be blamed for the inability of the lawmakers and 
the White House to agree on anything will be ongoing 
until some other hot talking point emerges. Personally, we 
blame the whole bunch.

I am excited to report 
that during the March for 
Life festivities, the House 
took action to defend the 
defenseless by taking up 
and passing H.R. 4712, the 
Born-Alive Abortion 
Survivors Protection Act. I 
was proud to cosponsor the 
legislation, and I also had 
the unique opportunity’ to 
manage debate of the: bill 
while it was being consid- 
ered on the floor. 

At this point, I don’t 
think it’s a secret that I am 
unapologetically pro-life, 
and I believe that our laws 
and policies should assign 
the utmost importance to 
life at every stage. I have 
stood on the House floor 
many times in defense of 
the unborn, but this time, 
we weren’t talking about 
the unborn. H.R. 4712 
seeks to protect those who 
have already been born. 

The bill is pretty simple. 
It states that if a baby is 
born alive after a failed 
abortion, he or she must be 
given the same exact med- 
ical care that would be 
given to any other baby. I 
know Congress will contin- 
ue to play politics about 
when life begins and argue 
about the point at which the 
law should step in to pro- 
tect it — and I understand 
not everyone agrees with 
my strong pro-life stance. 

However, I cannot fath- 
om how any person could 
be opposed to legislation 
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that protects babies who are 
so alive that you can look 
them in the eye. 

Of course, I supported 
this measure, but it did feel 
strange to take a stand in 
defense of living, breathing 
children — to even have to 
make the case that a baby 
who survives an abortion 
and is born’ in’this world 
should be treated just like a 
baby born any other way. 

Unfortunately, I didn’t 
have a choice. There is cur- 
rently no law mandating 
that a baby born alive after 
a failed abortion receives 
medical treatment instead 
of being left to die. 

That’s why this bill is 
necessary. It would require 
under federal law, nation- 
wide, that a baby born alive 
after an abortion attempt 
receives the same care that 
any other baby would. 

I know that as a Member 
of Congress, part of my job 
is to debate the issues fac- 
ing our nation, and while I 
take this responsibility very 
seriously, I don’t believe 
this particular issue is up 
for debate. I hope the 
Senate acts swiftly and 
passes this bill, and I'll 
keep you informed as we 
progress.

Regular water- 
fowl season shooting hours, 
bag limits, legal arms and 
ammunitions apply to the 
special days. 

To participate in the hunt, 
individuals must be accom- 
panied by an adult supervi- 
sor. The adult supervisor, 
who may not hunt, must 
remain within arm’s length 
of the youth at all times. 
The adult supervisor may 
accompany up to two youth 
participants during the hunt. 

Youth is defined as an 
individual age 15 years and 
younger. Adult is defined as 
an individual age 21 years 
and older, or as the parent of 
the youth. 

The adult must have a 
state hunting license, state 
and federal waterfowl 
stamp, and a free harvest 
information program regis- 
tration. 

Only one firearm will be 
allowed per youth, and only 
the youth hunters will be 
permitted to utilize the 
firearm for hunting. The 
adult is expected to review 
the rules of firearm safety 
and hunter ethics with each 
youth and ensure they are 
followed.

Sifting is how God separates the old from the new, the 
good fruit form the bad fruit, the material that is unstable 
to that which God can effectively employ for His eternal 
purposes. Read Ist Peter 4:12. We must be ready to perse- 
vere, to push through the difficult seasons, working with 
all our strength while depending on God’s grace to sustain 
us. 

Astory is told old man who looked out his window at the 
neighbor lady’s wash hanging on the clothesline outside 
her house. He exclaimed to his wife, “My, she needs to use 
some bleach on those whites, they are filthy!” 

The following day he exclaimed how she needed to 
change detergents. The third day again he noticed it, “I 
would be embarrass to have my clothes washed by this 
lady.” but on the fourth day, he was surprised at how clean 
and bright her washing looked. He said o his wife, “Why, 
she must have changed her detergents finally!” “No,” his 
wife replied, “I just cleaned the windows.” 

In a season of sifting we must learn to develop a new 
vision, a fresh perspective on our circumstances, rooted in 
God’s truth. We must learn to process what we see through 
a different paradigm, one that is informed by the truth 
about God that is revealed to us in His Gospel. The most 
important decision you will ever make is to follow Jesus 
Christ, but the second is the attitude with which you 
choose to follow Jesus Christ. This perspective will large- 
ly determine how you approach life experiences and will 
shape your behavior, your response to problems, and the 
way you deal with life’s challenges. In many situations, the 
only difference between what we'd see as an ordeal and 
what we’d see as an opportunity is our attitude. Each of us 
is only a change in perspective away from seeing our cir- 
cumstances as God’s will for our lives instead of a disap- 
pointing, frustrating setback. 

Read Ist Peter 4:19. Peter indicates that there is a right 
way to suffer that is according to the will of God. The 
question is not whether we will suffer but how we choose 
to suffer. The suffering we experience is never the goal in 
sifting. It is only the means to a greater end: knowing and 
walking with Christ. Sifting teaches us to establish a pat- 
tern of obedience. It humbles us and breaks us of our self- 
sufficiency, leading to a greater dependency on Jesus. 

Remember: Jesus is always more than enough for us, 
but we will not know until our faith is tested.
